FVice- Admiral. So we veer'd to be on board 
of him; and ſo faſt as we veer'd towards 
him, he veer'd from us, until he came about 
Muſket-ſhot of the Shore.

ſuppoſed, and the Galleons lay about half a 
Cable's Length from the Caſtle, and the ſame

Yards from the Shore: Then I took the Pin- 
nace, and two Men with me, and was going 
to ſet. them on Fire; but the Captain ſaw me, 
and call'd me back, and ſent five Men more 
with me; and on our ſetting forward, our 
Ship fir'd a Gun, and in the Smoke thereof 
we got on board the Galleon, receiving no 
Harm, (the Spaniards having left them) and I 
inſtantly ſet one of them on Fire, which burnt 
the other two Galleons. t 

And when. we could ſtay no longer, by 
reaſon of the Fire, and our Ship's Crew not 


being, as formerly, mindful of us, to fire ſome 


Guns, that in the Smoke thereof we might 


have retir'd from the Galleons, without the 


Diſcovery of any from the Breaſt-works, but 
they ſeeing of us, we were forced, by reaſon 
of the Fire, to return preſently towards our 


own Ship. The Breaſt-work then having full 


Sight of us, diſcharged a Volley of about 50 
or 60 ſmall Shot, and kill'd two of our Men, 
and ſhot a third in the Back; and I fat cloſe 
to one that was kill'd, between him and the 
Shore, and cloſe to him that was ſhot in the 
Back, and receiv'd no Harm: And this was 
a third and eminent Deliverance.  _ © 
And coming out of the Bay, we came with- - 
in three or four Ships Length of the Caſtle, 
that had 40 Guns; and they kept their Guns 
in readineſs, until we came directly over a-

And as I was on the Clue of the Main-tack 

getting the Main-tack on Board, a Shot 
cut the Bolt-rope a little above my Head.

from thefe and many other Dangers, has appa- 
rently delivered me. 8 nent 

And the aforeſaid ſixteen Galleons were very 
large Ships, from 300 Tons to a 1000, and 
upwards; and the firſt that I burnt, as our 
Men judged, had a great deal of Silver on 
Board, being a Ship of about 800 Tons; and 


the other two richly laden, and about 7 or 


800 Tons, and all periſhed together; and all 
the reſt of the ſixteen, being richly laden, 
not having Time to get their Lading out, we 
being ſo ſuddenly upon them, were all burnt 
and deſtroyed. together, with their, Lading. 


of the People ſo called on board our Ship; 
nor ever to my Remembrance, had heard of 
any called by that Name. | 


Now I ſhall a little hint at the firſt Riſe' of 


the People called Quakers in our Ship: There 
vas ſome Soldiers. put on Board us, and one 


of them had been at a Meeting in Scotland, of 


the aforeſaid People; and there was two 


young Men in the Ship, who had ſome Con- 


verſe with him, but he was taken away from 


the Ship in a little Time, , but the two young 
Men made little Appearance of any Convic: 
| tion

tion or Convincement, until about fix Months 
after. The firſt Thing obſervable was, they 


refuſed to hear the Prieſt, or put off their 
Hats to the Captain, for which they called 


them Quakers : Theſe two met often together 
in Silence, and their ſo meeting caugd a ſeri- 


ous Enquiry among others, and their Number 
increaſed, and as they increaſed, fo Perſecution 
increaſed againſt them ; and the Captain was 
ſore troubled and diſturbed at their Increaſe, 


| himſelf being a Bapiiſt Preacher; the Prieſt 


that officiated in our Ship, was cruel and 
bitter againſt them, crying out thus to me, 
O Thomas, an honeſt Man and a good Chriſtian! 
Here is a dangerous People on Board, (that is to 
ſay, the Quakers )',a blaſphemous People, denymg 


. the Ordinances and Word of God : The which 


made me as cruel as himſelf, and I gave 


them many a heavy Blow, and [ was vio- 


lent upon them, and a great Perſecutor of 
them; but the Remembrance of the aiore- 
ſaid Deliverances ſtuck cloſe to me, and the 


Lord wrought ſo much upon me, that I could 


no more beat any of the People called Qyakers, 


and in a little Time the Lord gave me a true 


Sight of the Prieſt ; for when I could not do 
his Work, and beat and abuſe the ſaid People, 

then I was accounted neither an honeſt Man, 
nor good Chriſtian, by him; ſo I began to look 
upon the ſaid People with a ſingle Eye, for 
Good. And the Lord by his inſhining Light, 
opened my Underftanding, fo that I ſaw a great 


. deal of Difference between them, and other

was very quiet and ſtill in my Mind; for I 
found, 'therein -was my Strength : And when 


they ſaw they could not prevail upon. me, 


then they fell to ſlandering of me, ſaying, 
that at ſuch and ſuch a Time, the Quakers 
came to me, ſaying, do ſuch and ſuch a Thing; 
which was all falſe; by which I got great 
Strength: For never any Quaker came to me, 
but Roger Dennis, one that I dearly loved, 
and deſired his Company, and that was but 
the Night before. So when they had done, 
I went to my Friends in great Peace and Satis- 
faction, ſaying to them, that When I went 10 
the Captain, F was ſcarce balf a Quaker, but 
by their Lies and falſe Reports againſt me, they 
bave made me almoſt a whole Quaker, or at 


' leaſt I bope io be one. My Friends received me 
in much Love and Tenderneſs, and ever after 


I kept to their Meetings. 


After this Truth prevailed: very much, and 
' had a great ſway in the Ship, and ſeveral gf, 
convinced: So that when I came among th 
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there was but ſix; but in leſs than fix Months 
after, we were twelve Men, and the Prieſt's 
Boy, and another Boy.— 

There was ſuch a Blow given to Perſecu- 
tion, that it never got up again, whilſt in that 
b be, tho* much try'd for by the Captain; for 

— x ſeveral Men out of other Ships, on pur- 

to perſecute the Quaters; who came with 
gren ſwelling Words, as tho' they would have 
2 us at once: But bleſſed be the Lord, 
they never had Power to touch one of us; 
for their Horns were nip'd in the Bud, and 
ſeveral of them in a ſhort Time were cut off by 
Death, inſomuch that Men were afraid to be 
in that Office to abuſe us. 
About this Time we had a great Sickneſs, 
which —_ away 1275 forty in a little Time; 
and moſt of us call Quakers, had the Diſtem- 
ber but none died of it, yet were brought 
ery low. We took great Care one of another 
en ſick, that nothing was wanting amongſt 
c but whatſoever one had, was free for all 
of us; and our Diligence and great Care of 
the Sick amongſt us; was ſuch, that I have 
heard ſome Men ſay, when upon a languiſhing 
Pillow and Death-Bed, O carry me to the Qua- 
kers, for they take 8 Care ont of another, and 
they will take fome Care of me. At this Time, 
the Captain was very .kind to me, and fre- 
quently ſent me Part of what he had, and 
order*d 'me a Cabbin; for before I lay in a 
Hammock. And now all 15 very quiet, no 
"Eerſecution, but a Roy. ode N all 
a orts 
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Sorts of Perſwaſions that were then on Board, 
and Truth had great Dominion, and ſeperal 
were convinced, „ 

Aſter I began to be well, I ſent to the Cap- 
tain, to know it I might have that Cabbin I lay 
in b:iore I was convinced; and he ſe tha my 


Requeſt, ior no one inclined to lie therein; 
aleoging. it was troubled with an Evil Spiri 
for no leſs than three or four had died in it, 
in a ſhort Space of Lime: And it proved very 
ſerviceable; for I not only lay therein, hut 
made uſe thereof for our Meeting · place. 
Now all Things were in quiet, and the 
tain continued. ur Friend for ſome Time, and 
ſhewed us more Kindneſs than any other Pro- 
feſſors: The Captain would often ſay, . Thomas, 
ta ke thy Friends; do ſo and fo, or ſuch and 
ſuch a Thing; and I took my Friends, and did 
it far beyond his Expectation, by which he 
got great Credit: For as yet we were not 
brought to teſtify againſt Fighting; yet W 
would take none of the Plunder. And in a 
our deſperate Attempts, wherein we were thoß 
concerned, we received no Hurt, though ſeveral 
others were killed or wounded; who.fatcloſe by 
us; at which Time the Captain would ſay to 
other Captains, f that he cared not if all His Men 
were Quakers for they were the bardieft Men in 
In this Time of Liberty, I looked upon it 
but as a fore-runner of farther Exerciſe ,' for 
- what was done in pretended Friendſhip, ws 
but to ſerve their own Ends. I expected a 
Time would come, to try all Foundations ,

which rätte did, and drove every Man 
to his own, e being now at Leghorn, were 
ordered, to go to Barcelona, to take or burn 
a Spaniſh Man of War; and our Station was 
to lie againſt a Caſtle to batter it, the which 
we didz and one Corner of the Caſtle play'd 
ſome Shot into our Ship, and I was for beat-

lower; and here I*was as great a Fighter as 
moſt: But he that hath all Men's Hearts in his 
Hand, can turn them at his Pleaſure ; yea, 
he in a Minute's Time ſo far chang'd my Heart, 
at in a. Minute before, I ſetting my whole 

| "Aa and Vigour to kill and deſtroy Men's 
Lives, and in a Minute after I could not kill or 
deſtroy a Man, if it were to gain the World; 
for as I was coming out of the Fore-caſtle 
Dor, to ſee where the Shot fell, the Word 
of the Lord run through me, how if I bad 
killed a Man: And it was with ſuch Power, 
that for ſome Time I hardly knew whether I was 


in the Body, or out of it; but when I came to 


ſee, and felt what it was, I turned about, 
and put on my Clothes, and walked on the 
Deck, as though I had never ſeen a Gun fir d,

under a great Exerciſe of Mind ; and ſome 
aſk'd me, If I was burt I anſwered, No; but:

deſired ro know what the Friends would fay 
to this: I ſent for two of them, one was the 
Man I loved fo well, and I queried much with 
them about Fighting; to which they gave me 
little Anſwer, but faid, F the Lord ſent them 
well Home, they would never go to it again, My 
Anſwer to them was, with a Dread and Fear 
upon me, That.if I ſtood boneſt to that of. God in 
my own Conſcience, and if we came Io it To- mor.

madde it feem the longer, before we got half 
Way. to Shore, our Men's Hearts began to fail 
them, and they began to reflect on me, ſay ing, 
Wis was my Frolick. And as we came near the 
Shore, the more they were afraid; ſo that 
every Rock they made to be a Boat; fo that 4 
had very much to do to keep them quiet z 
faying many Times, Give Way my Lad, we 
Hall get aſbore in a litile Time. All this Timed 
had not the leaſt Fear on me: At laſt we came 
within 30 or 40 Yards of the Shore, then 1 
commanded to turn the Boat; then J faid to 
one that T put moſt Truſt in, To have a Care 
thoſe Buſhes, that there be no Men in them, for 
fear not the Men in the Boat; and turning 
ayer about, with my Back to the Shore, to 
heave the Grapling, the very ſame Man cried 
out, Lord bave Mercy on us, there are Turks 
in the* Buſhes on Shore ! J having not hove the 
Grapling, turns me about, ayings What's the 
Matter? Says he, Poſitively there's Men in the 
Buben. And he fpeaking ſo poſitively of it, 
it ſeizedime, ſo that I was poſſeſſed with Fear: 
And fo ſoon as the Turks in che Boat ſaw I was 
afraid, they all roſe at once in the Boat. And 
this was one of the greateſt Straits, that ever 
I was E Not for Fear of the Turks in the 
Boat, for Fear of our Men's killing them 3 
for 1 would not have killed a Turt, or cauſed 
one to be killed, for the whole World. And 
when the Turts were riſen, I cauſed our Men

that was betwixt us, and bid the Men,

And when I hgd ſpoken 
theſe Words unto them, (all this while th 


Turks ſtood up) then I remain'd in Silence 4 


conſiderable Time, and was very low in wy 
Mind: At laſt all Fear was taken away, 
Life aroſe, and Courage encreaſed again; and 


it was with me, 1% better to ſtrike a Blow,'than- 


fo cleave a Man's Head, or cut off an_Arm ; and

J going along the Shore, there was a ſmall 21 
ock eg off the Shore, which our Men, 
would have me put them on; but they = 
not ſeeming. willing, I would not.

4 
I eſpied a very convenient Place, in a ſmall Bay, | 
wherein was a Water-way, and we could ſee 
a Mile! we went thither,. and finding it very 
convenient, turned out Boat, and hove out our, 
Graplin d, with Signs of great Kindneſs, 
they took Leave, and jump'd out not very wet; 
and when on Shore, we put our Boat very 
cloſe in, and gave them about half a Hundred, 
of Bread and Match, and other Things, and 
hove all their Arms on Shore to them: And 
then they were not above four Miles from two 
Towns, and about 30 Miles from Algier ; and, 
they would gladly have had us gone to the 
Town, telling of us, There was Wine, and 
many. other Things: And as for my Part, I
